When the 
Doctor had mentioned the needs of 
Texas and other States Included with- 
in the arid belt, he said: 


"We know that in all these States 


and Territories there goes to wase an- 
nually dnring the flooi season of the 
year, when the snows are melting upon 
the mountains and the streams are 
running bank-fall, water sufficient to 
keep fertile and productive millions 
of acres of land throughout the dry 
season. I am Informed that thousands 
upon thousands of cattle die annually 
within this State of Texas during the 
dry season for want of water. To state 
a problem of this kind is to suggest a 
means for jits solution. To mention so 
great a loss is to assist ourselves to 
find a remedy." 


There is not a question including eo 


much that is valuable to the people of 
the arid regions as the question of irri- 
gation. It is the question above all 
others .that demands solution in a 
practical way. We may theorize and 
arrive at conclusions 
about what 


should be done and who should do the 
work, and we may for generations 
more oontinue to do the same work 
over and over again; but more work is 
required than theorizing and arriving 
at conclusions. 


The people of the mountain regions 


know what is required to make the 
deserts bloom with prosperity and 
happy homes, that will cause the roses 
to follow in their order, but no effort 
has been made to secure the required- 
aid.
